On June 26, 2007, the undersigned spoke with Examiner Arvind Moortby regarding the 
present application. Per Examiner Moorthy's Interview Summary, the rejections under 35 USC 

1 12 have been withdrawn. 

Subsequently, on July 26, 2007, the undersigned spoke again with Examiner Moorthy 
regarding the Status of the present application. Examiner Moorthy indicated that the application 
was allowed and that the paperwork had been submitted for allowance.
